Voters arrived at a Wrigleyville polling site at 6 a.m. Tuesday to find a line already 
snaking down the block, resembling the crowds that gathered a week ago to watch 
the Cubs in the World Series. 


At Tak-Zies, a popular bar within sight of 
Wrigley Field, one election official wore a 
Cubs jersey while another used a flashlight to 
see ballots in the dark bar. Many voters wore 
Cubs hats, shirts and jackets and were recall- 
ing the long lines outside the bars during base- 
ball season. 

“It’s nice to see the same crowds showing 
up for voting,” said Katie Deplaris, 24. 

She said it felt odd to vote in a bar, though 
she welcomed the proximity to her home. 

“It’s almost like they knew we will need a 
drink after this one,” she said about the his- 
torically bitter election.

be over.” 

Shannan Carlson brought her 3-year-old 
daughter to vote at Yak-Zies before going to 
work. She was surprised to see the long lines 
at 6 a.m. 

“I thought I would be in and out, not 
1 00-plus people waiting this early,” she said. 
“I’ve lived here 15 years and have never seen it 
like this. It makes me happy” 

Chicago Board of Elections officials said 
roughly 832,000 city voters had submitted 
ballots as of about 2 p.m. Tuesday The voter 
turnout was on pace to rival the 2008 and 2012 
presidential elections. 

According to James Allen, spokesman for 
the Chicago Board of Elections, about 47 per- 
cent of those ballots were from early or mail- 
in voters, and about 52 percent were from vot- 
ers who visited polling sites on Election Day 

Early voting in Chicago and suburban 
Cook County exceeded records. In Chicago, 


325,112 voters cast early ballots through Mon- 
day breaking the record of 260,378 votes cast 
in the 2008 presidential election, when Presi- 
dent Obama won his first term. 

In suburban Cook County 321,495 voters 
had cast early ballots through Sunday an in- 
crease from the previous record of 228,695 
the 2012 presidential election. 

There are more than 8 million registered 
voters in Illinois. Under a new state law, voters 
can register for the first time — or update their 
registration status— on Election Day 

In addition to choosing between presiden- 
tial contenders Clinton and Trump, voters 
faced choices for Illinois’ junior U.S. Senate 
seat as well as contests that would determine 
control over the state legislature. 

The statewide elections served as a refer- 
endum on voters’ allegiances to either GOP 
Gov Rauner or Democratic House Speaker 
Michael Madigan. Millions of dollars were 
spent on contests that would decide whether 
Democrats would keep their state House and 
Senate supermajorities or whether Rauner 
and the Republicans would gain more influ- 
ence in the legislature. 

The Democrats’ current majorities in 
Springfield— 71-47 in the House and 39-20 in

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the Senate— have not been enough to over- 
rule Rauner during a 16 -month budget battle. 
Senate Republicans had no mathematical 
chance to get a majority in the Senate but 
hoped to cut into the Democrats’ edge. 

Further up the ballot, the race for the U.S. 
Senate seat pitted Republican Mark Kirk, who 
was seeking a second term, against Democrat- 
ic challenger Tammy Duckworth. The race 
was among a handful that would determine 
which party controls the Senate next year.

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Uber adds surge fee to 
food delivery in Chicago

Uber has added surge pricing to its food 
delivery service in Chicago, hiking costs when 
there aren’t enough vehicles to meet demand. 

“In order to maintain the speed, reliability 
and selection people have come to expect 
from Uber, we depend on having delivery 
partners available in the right 
places at the right times,” 

Uber Product Manager Ben 
Dreier said in a blog post in late 
October. 

“Even though more people 
are signing up for a flexible way 
to earn money every day there 
are still times when there aren’t 
enough delivery partners in 
a particular area to complete 
every delivery request at Uber 
speed,” the post said. 

The fee is dynamic and 
calculated depending on how 
many people are ordering from 
a particular restaurant and how 


many drivers are in a particular area. UberEats 
customers also pay a $4.99 booking fee for 
deliveries. 

When surge pricing is in effect for a 
particular restaurant, UberEats customers 
wiU see that additional fee listed in the app, 
letting a customer continue ordering with that 
restaurant or opt to order from 
another restaurant in a less busy 
area. 

UberEats had already 
begun surge pricing in Atlanta, 
Washington, D.C., Miami, 
Phoenix, Houston and Dallas. 

Uber also levies surge pric- 
ing on its original ridesharing 
service, temporarily raising 
prices for rides when demand in 
a certain area is high. 

UberEats has undergone 
some major changes this year, 
first launching a standalone app 
in March then ending its Instant 
Delivery option in October.

EVEN A WEEK LATER, 
SCHWARBER CAN HARDLY 
BELIEVE HE*S A WORLD 
SERIES CHAMP

Cubs slugger Kyle Schwarber reacted in much 
the same way Cubs fans did once the dust set- 
tled in the wee hours of the morning after the 
Cubs won Game 7 of the World Series. 

“I was drained and hungover, so I went 
to bed,” he said during an appearance at the 
Nike store on Michigan Avenue on Monday, 
drawing laughter from the crowd. 

And even though he’s officially been a 
World Series champion for nearly a week, it 
doesn’t seem real to him. 

“It hasn’t really set in yet,” he said. “I think 
I’m going to stay a day but then I’m going to 
get back home and actually decompress and 
take in the World Series.” 

Monday’s appearance capped what had 
been a whirlwind week for the 23-year-old, 
from playing in the World Series to Friday’s 
parade through the city and rally in Grant 
Park. 

But of all the memorable moments from 
the past week, one in particular stood out as 
being the most, well, interesting. 

“I would say people doing the trust falls 
from the lights and everything during the pa- 
rade,” he said. “I’m like, you guys are crazy if 
you’re doing that. I wouldn’t do that.” 

Schwarber, already a folk hero of sorts 
for his home runs during the 2015 National 
League Division Series against St. Louis, add- 
ed to his legend during the 2016 World Series. 

His single to lead off the loth inning of 
Game 7 was the spark that lit the fuse that 
eventually ignited the biggest party the North 
Side of Chicago has ever seen. 

“I can’t imagine you guys {reacting to the 
loth inning],” he told fans. “%u guys’ hearts 
were probably stopping. I was on the bench 
sweating buUets like come on, get this last out.” 

The tale has been told ad nauseam but 


bears repeating because of how remarkable it 
is. Schwarber tore the ACL and LCL in his left 
knee in a collision in the outfield with Dexter 
Fowler during the second inning of the third 
game of the 2016 regular season. 

Initially ruled out for the season, 
Schwarber was healthy enough to be added 
to the roster for the World Series by Cubs 
manager Joe Maddon. 

Maddon’s faith in Schwarber paid off hand- 
somely Schwarber got seven hits in 20 at-bats 
in the World Series, writing the kind of script 
that filmmakers only dream of 

As for who will play Schwarber in the inevi- 
table movie that will be made about the Cubs’ 
epic run, he’s got a couple of guys in mind. 

“Who’s the guy who plays Champ Kind in 
Anchorman’?” he asked the crowd, referring 
to Second City alum David Koechner, before 
eventually settling on another comedy super- 
star. “I’m going to go with Zach Galifianakis.” 

Schwarber’s tale still has chapters to be 
added. But before he gets back to writing 
that fairy-tale script, he’s got to get back to 
rehabbing his injury 

He told reporters he’s still in the process of 
strengthening his knee so it’s in good enough 
shape to play the outfield. He said he’ll be at 
that point in time for spring training. 

While Schwarber had good news for fans on 
that end, he had bad news on another front. 

Cubs fans expecting the same kind of bac- 
chanalia that accompanied the Blackhawks’ 
Stanley Cup title runs, wherein Hawks players 
brought the Cup to bars and other establish- 
ments throughout the city, are in for a major 
disappointment. 

“This is a little bit different,” Schwarber 
said. “{The World Series trophy is] gonna be 
put away where we can’t get it unless there’s 
multiple supervision on it. We got to take it 
to the Blackhawks game. That was really cool 
to show it off That thing’s gonna stay put in 
Wrigley and it’s going to be safe for a long time.”

VOTERS REPORT LONG LINES, INTIMIDATION AND 
CONFUSION IN SOME PARTS OF THE COUNTRY

As voters flooded polling places across the country on Election Day some 
reported problems such as long lines, confusion and voter intimidation in states 
ranging from Texas to Pennsylvania. ^ While voting appeared to proceed without 
headaches in many locations, election observers said they expected a significant 
increase in the number of issues reported nationwide. 


In the first high-profile legal action of the 
day Donald Trump’s campaign headed to 
court for a hearing in Nevada after filing a law- 
suit arguing that polls were improperly kept 
open late during early voting in Clark County 
According to the lawsuit filed by the Re- 
publican nominee, that was done “to help 


Hillary Clinton,” Trump’s Democratic oppo- 
nent. Trump’s campaign said the voting ma- 
chines and ballots involved “must be set aside, 
sequestered and impounded” to preserve the 
status quo “in the event of post-election chal- 
lenges.” In a statement, Clark County officials 
noted that the lawsuit asked them to preserve 


early voting records, something that “is re- 
quired by state law, and so it is something we 
are already doing.” 

At a hearing Tuesday morning, a skeptical 
judge questioned the Trump campaign’s at- 
torney and denied the request to preserve evi- 
dence in the case. 

This lawsuit followed a raft of legal wran- 
gling in the days leading up to the election. As 
the bitter presidential campaign rumbled to- 
ward its conclusion, officials across the coun- 
try braced for the possibility of confusion 
and chaos on Election Day owing to a flurry 
of new voting restrictions and Trump’s calls 
for his supporters to closely monitor polling 
places. 

Voters in Florida, a key battleground, re- 
ported multiple accounts of voters saying 
they had encountered aggressive, intimi-

dating behavior, according to a nonpartisan 
group monitoring election issues nationwide. 

“In Florida we continue to receive a sub- 
stantial amount of complaints about voter in- 
timidation,” said Kristen Clarke, president of 
the Fawyers’ Committee for Civil Rights Un- 
der Faw, which was running an independent 
effort to field voter complaints and questions. 

Clarke said her group received reports from 
Miami-Dade County of “yelling, people using 
megaphones aggressively” In Jacksonville, in 
the northeast corner of the state, Clarke said.

“an unauthorized individual was found inside 
{a} polling place.” 

That person was at St. Paul’s Methodist 
Church, a polling precinct in what Clarke de- 
scribed as a part of Jacksonville with predomi- 
nantly black residents. 

“He was asked to leave and refused,” she 
said. “Through our intervention and calls, 
that individual has been removed. Unauthor- 
ized individuals have no place in the polls.” 

During early voting, Clarke’s group also re- 
ceived reports from Hollywood, Fla., about 
“aggressive individuals hovering around indi- 
viduals as they approach the polling site,” she 
said during a briefing with reporters. “Some 
have turned away because they did not feel 
able to freely cast [a] ballot.” 

Clarke said her group had received reports 
from about 80,000 voters since the begin- 
ning of early voting and expected that figure 
to reach 175,000 reports by the time the polls 
closed. In 2012, the group received 90,000 
calls total on Election Day 

During a telephone interview Tuesday on 
Fox News, Trump did not say whether he was 
expecting to argue with the outcome of the 
election, but he said he believed there were 
reports of voter fraud happening across the 
country 

“It’s happening at various places today, it’s 
been reported,” he said. “The machines, you 
put down a Republican and it registers as a 
Democrat, and they’ve had a lot of complaints 
about that today” 

It was not immediately clear what accounts 
Trump was referring to when he mentioned 
“a lot of complaints” about the issue. A report 
out of Clinton Township, an area near Pitts- 
burgh, quoted some voters saying their tick- 
ets were switching from Trump to Clinton. 
According to that report, officials there said 
the machines were fixed and the problem re- 
solved. 

There were other issues with machines, in- 
cluding some cases of them showing incorrect 
votes, though it was unclear how widespread 
that was. 

Wendy Weiser, director of the Democracy 
Program at the Brennan Center for Justice at 
New Tbrk University School of Law, said that 
they were seeing more problems with voting 
machines than they had seen in past election 
years. 

“There are more machine breakdowns and 
more malfunctions all over the place,” Weiser 
said. “It’s really widespread.” 

These breakdowns were not a surprise, 
Weiser said, because 42 states were using ma- 
chines that are 10 or more years old. There 
had been issues with machines in South Caro- 
lina, New York, Missouri, Georgia, Virginia, 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky, Connecticut, Mas- 
sachusetts, Chicago and Indiana. 

“These machines are just degrading,” 


Weiser said. 

One specific problem was “vote slipping,” 
which is what Trump seemed to be referenc- 
ing. It occurs when a voter presses a button on 
a touch screen for one person but the machine 
shows them voting for another candidate. 

“We’ve seen more malfunctions and more 
vote slipping all over the place,” Weiser said. 
But it was not clear how many machines were 
seeing vote slipping. 

Issues with machines caused lines ear- 
lier Tuesday at precincts in Virginia, Clarke’s 
group said. Her group also heard similar com- 
plaints from Philadelphia, one of the cities 
specifically cited by Trump during speeches in 
which he claimed that voter fraud is “all too 
common” and asked his supporters to closely 
monitor other voters. 

The office of Philadelphia District Attor- 
ney R. Seth Williams said it had assembled a 
task force including more than 70 prosecu- 
tors and dozens of detectives to tackle com- 
plaints of voter fraud, intimidation and elec- 
tioneering. 

“We, as expected, had kind of a busy call 
volume in the morning,” Cameron L. Kline, a 
spokesman for Williams, said Tuesday morn- 
ing in a telephone interview. Kline said the 
task force was not seeing an unusual volume 
of calls or complaints. “So far the trend is his- 
torically rolling the right way” 

The Philadelphia Republican Party posted 
on Twitter that poll workers in the northern 


part of the city were handing out literature 
supporting Hillary Clinton, the Democratic 
nominee, while inside a polling station. 

Problems with machines also cropped up in 
North Carolina, another major battleground 
state and home to a high-profile law imposing 
new voting restrictions. 

There were also other complaints reported 
across the country In complaints submitted to 
The Washington Post, voters described confu- 
sion over identification requirements in Penn- 
sylvania, Texas and DC., among other issues. 

Clarke said the lawyers’ committee was 
contacted about sites that did not open on 
time in Brooklyn and Boston, along with long 
lines and broken machines elsewhere. 

She said that there were also complaints 
Tuesday about electronic machines down in 
Durham County N.C., which has more than 
a quarter-million residents outside Raleigh. 
In Georgia, Clarke said, people complained 
of “nth-hour polling place changes with no 
notice issued to voters,” creating uncertainty 
over where to go. 

Leading up to Election Day there were 
some heated confrontations between sup- 
porters of Clinton and Trump. The specter of 
possible violence had loomed over Election 
Day after a particularly vitriolic campaign, 
one in which issues of race, class, gender and 
ethnicity took center stage in caustic ways. 

In a poll last month, half of likely voters said 
they were worried about violence on Elec- 


tion Day Meanwhile, US. officials recently 
said they were investigating a possible threat 
from al-Qaeda to carry out pre-election ter- 
rorist attacks, although authorities described 
the threat as vague and said they were unclear 
whether it was credible. 

Law enforcement officials from Nevada 
to Georgia pledged an increase in officers at 
some locations, with agencies vowing vigi- 
lance and saying they were prepared for pos- 
sible issues. 

The Las Vegas police said units would visit 
polling locations, though the department 
noted that early voting in Clark County came 
and went without any issues of violence at 
the polls. In Chicago, another city named by 
Trump when he exhorted his supporters to 
monitor polling locations, police said it is nor- 
mal procedure for them to have extra officers 
visiting these sites to ensure safety 

Police in New Y)rk were preparing for “a 
very unique set of challenges,” because both 
Clinton and Trump planned to hold elec- 
tion-night events in Manhattan, said James 
O’Neill, the police commissioner. 

But O’Neill said police were prepared to se- 
cure more than 1,000 polling locations across 
the city, as well as the Clinton and Trump 
events just two miles apart. 

“Planning for security events like this is a 
big part of what we do,” O’Neill said during a 
briefing Monday “This is nothing new to us.”
